Clecak was formerly proprietor of the 


Central restaurant on San Pablo avenue, 
and. Miss Schuteler alleges that Ms em- 
ployes there know her as his wife. 


The case was referred by Captain Peter- 


sen to Prosecuting Attorney Ezra Decoto, 
wbo has taken the complaint under ad- 
visement. 


Miss • Schutzler made her first appear- 


ance at police headquarters yesterday 
afternoon, but a, search for Clecak by the 
officials last night was unavailing. It is 
probable that his side of the 'story will be 
heard before a warrant is issued.

AMONG AMERICAN REPUBLIC 


Roosevelt, Root and Carnegie Speak at Corner-Stone Ceremonies 


. ^.VASHINGTON, May 11.—In the pres- 
ence of the President of the United States 
ani of representatives 
of every 
other 


American republic, the comer-stone of the 
proposed new home of the International 
Biroau of American Republics was laid 
toilay. 
Addresses expressing the great 


j ieieflts to be derived from the formation 


of the Bureau of American 
Republics 


w«re made by President Roosevelt, Sec- 
» ary Hoot. J.mquln Nabuco, the Braill- 
Jlan ambassador, and Andrew Carnegie, 
•while messages of congratulations were 
reiid from from the presidents of nearly 
all of the American republics. 
The In- 


vlied guests were Vice-President Fair- 
banks, membeis of the cabinet, the diplo- 
matic corps, both houses of Congress, the 
governors of the States and prominent 
cllisens of "Washington and 
elsewhere.

Praise for Root. 


Director John Barrott of the bureau* 
• In a rery brief talk In which he referred 


to the great assistance given by Secretary 
'Root toward the accomplishment of the 
work, Introduced the Secretary of State, 
'Who ls> chairman of the governing board 
"of the bureau, as the presiding officer. 
Cardinal Gibbons dellved the Invocation, 
w'llch was followed In turn by an address 
by Root, the reading of congratulatory 
messages from American presidents and 
addresses by President Roosevelt, Ambas- 
sador Nabuco and Andrew Carnegie. In- 
scribed on the corner-stone are the fol- 
lowing words: 


"Building of the American Republics. 


E.-ected through the public spirited gift 
of Andrew Carnegie and the contributions 
of all the Republics upon land provided 
br the Government of the United States. 
Way 11, 1JOS." 
$1,000,000 Building. 


The imposln? international building will 


Jtind on an attractive site covering about 
%"e acres to the south of and In close 
•Jpoxlmlty. to the .White House. 
Nearly 


H.000,000 will be spent In construction and 
fitting up of the building of which Andrew 
Oirnegie cont Ibuted 1750.000. It will be 
unique, not only for Washington, but In 
"all the world, serving as an international 
headquarters or offices in one 
national 


capital of twenty-one American nations, 
t/e nearest approach to It being the new 
Temple of Peace, now being erected at the 
Hagu. 


President Roosevelt said in part: 
"This is a memorable occasion for al 


•the peoples of the Western Hemisphere 
Tne building, the cornerstone of which we 
lay today, emphasizes by its existence the 
g-owlng sense of solidarity of Interest and 
suplratlon among all the peoples of the 
Slew World. 
It marks our recognition ol 


th« need to knit ever closer together al 
the republics of the Western Hemisphere 
through the kindly bonds of mutual jus- 
tice, good will and sympathetic compre- 
hanslon. 


"At the outset, on behalf of all of us '. 


wish to thank Mr. Carnegie for his gener- 
ous sift—a gift to all the nations of the 
liew World, and therefore pre-eminently 
fitting as corning from one who has so 
g'ncerely striven for the cause o* peace 
acnong nations; for while we havtf yet a 
Icng path to tread before we can speak 
ulth any certainty of the day when wars 
• lall cease from the earth, we of this 
Western Hemisphere, by movements such 
as that symbolized by this building, have 
tiken great strides toward securing per- 
manent peace among ourselves. 


"In the next place, as President of this 


republic, I greet the representatives of all 
our sister republics to the south of us. 
In a sense, you are our elder sisters and 
119 th» yotager people, for you represent 
o more ancient civilization on this con- 
tinent than we do. 
-Predicts Development. 
" "In the century that has passed the de- 
Xelopment of North America has, on the 
.M'hol« proceeded faster than the devel- 
tcpmenc of South America: but In the cen- 
tury that has now opened I believe that 
-*io other pan of the world will see such 
Sdtraordlnary development in wealth, In 
ijopulation, In all that makes for progress, 


from the northern bound- 


conscience, the feeling of a destiny com- .-center of union and fraternity among the 
mon to all America. 
It seems, Indeed, 


that a decree of providence made the 
western shore of the Atlantic appear late 
n hirirt-y or. the ch'-^on land for a great 
enewal of mankind." 
Predicts Peace. 


Andrew Carnegie, in opening his ad- 


dress, declared that he believed that the 
work "In which we are now engaged" 
would "culminate In banishment of war 
from the American continents and the 
dedication of the western hemisphere to 
Internal peace." 


The western hemisphere, he said, had 


already achieved three unequalled tri- 
umphs of peace: First, the agreement be- 
tween England and the United States, 
that but two small war vessels should pa- 
trol the great lakes; second, the peace be- 
tween Argentina and Chili, and, third, the 
Supreme Court recently formed to settle 
difficulties among the five Central Ameri- 
can nations. 


'A nation has everything to dread from

bad circulated an unfounded rumor that 
the supervisors had an interest in a road 
house on the San Leandro road and that 
that Interest had Impelled him to treat 
the places opposed by the anti-saloon peo- 
ple with more or less leniency.

Dr. Robertson Declares Curtin 


Was Not Crazy When He 


Shot and Killed John 
t 


Dr. John W. Robertson of L-Ivermore, 
an Insanity expert, declared this morn- 
ing, 
while giving testimony in the trial 


of Robert E. Curtin, who Is charged with 
murdering John B. Tltue. that Curtin 
was sane at the time that he killed 
TitUfi. The defense in the case has been 
that Curtin was insane when he shot 
Tltue, but Dr Robertson, who was a wit- 
ness in rebuttal for the prosecution, as- 
sarted that In his opinion the defendant 
v>as sane on October 9, 1907, when Titus 
was killed. 
"Curtin was mentally normal," said the 
witness, "but nervously abnormal. He 
•was a 
human derelict, whisky-logged. 
Prom his childhood up, he showed cer- 
tain abnormal and neurotic cJhditlons. 
It was harfl for him to associate 
with 
others. As he grew older he 
"became

The Cruise Around the World. 


In his speech at the Idora Park banquet Secretary Metcalf made 


it clear that no change has been made in the projected cruise of the 
Atlantic fleet around the world •via the Isthmus of Suez. He out- 
lined a part of the fleet's itinerary, and announced that it was planned 
for Admiral Thomas to arrive in Hampton Roads on February 22, 
the anniversary of Washington's1 birth. 


While the Secretary ot the Navy did not say all the battleships 


brought around the Horn by Admiral Evans would return tn the 
Atlantic, his remarks negatived the idea that any of them would be 
detached for service in the Pacific. His statement that in time the 
United States would have as strong'a fleet in the Pacific as the one 
assigned to the Atlantic carried with it the inference that all of the 
vessels which sailed under Admiral Evans from Hampton Roads on 
December 16, 1907, would return to Atlantic waters, despite tie 
earnestly expressed wish of all the Senators and Congressmen fiom 
the Pacific States and the petitions forwarded to Washington by the 
public bodies of every city of consequence on this coast. If this 
inference be correct, the naval armament on the Pacific Coast wall 
be limited, until additional ships can be built, to three battleships— 
the Nebraska, Wisconsin and Oregon—some ten or eleven cruisers 
and gunboats and a few torpedo-boats. 


And while the fleet of Admnal Thomas is leisurely cruising in 


the Oriental seas, the Mediterranean and the Atlantic ocean on its 
way to its station off Hampton Roads, neither the Pacific nor the 
Atlantic coasts will have the berefit of its protection. The strong 
show abroad will be at the expense of a weak show at home. Alter 
the fleet enters the Indian ocean its power as a protecting force for 
the United States v,ill disappear till it once more reappears in the 
Western Atlantic. 


Doubtless the v, orld-around cruise is dictated by profound 


policy, but its wisdom is not apparent to the man in the street wHo 
is compelled to reason from the lacts before him and draw his con- 
clusions from premises within his knowledge. It does not require 
acute persptcacity to perceive that the fleet would be at a great disad- 
vantage in case of sudden war; it would be far from its base of 
supplies and equally far removed from the scene of action. It would 
not be effective either as an offensive or defensive force, and would 
be in danger of being made completely impotent by lack of fuel and 
the operation of neutrality laws. These contingencies have unques- 
tionably received profound consideration at Washington, but they 
nevertheless have a disturbing significance for people nut fortunate 
enough to be fully enlightened. So long as the public is kept un- 
informed on these points there will be a puzzled and uneasy feeling 
abroad. People on the Atlantic will ask why the fleet was taken 
away if it is not needed in the Pacific and is to come back again, iivhile 
people on the Pacific Coast will ask why the fleet was brought here 
from the Atlantic if it is immediately to go cruising in foreign wsaeis 
where it could be bottled up in case of sudden collision with a foieign 
power. 


A Washington dispatch says Fairbanks is likely to drop rut of 


the Presidential race, the vote o£ Indiana going to Taft in case he 
does. It would be a wise thing for him to do. He has no posit-.ve 
strength outside of Indiana, and some of the delegates from that State 
prefer Taft. 
Of the instructed delegates elected so far, Taft has 


fully fifty more than the combined vote of all the other candidates, 
while at least half the uninstructed delegates are for him. When the 
Pacific States send in their quota and Texas adds her vote, the com- 
bined opposition will present a mighty slim showing in comparison. 
Fairbant s with his little bunch of delegates from Indiana will bring 
up the rear without hope of ever getting to the front, for neither 
Knox, Hughes nor Cannon can deliver their votes to him in block. 
In view of this condition Fairbanks had not only better pull out, but 
the others had as well resign their pretensions. The coalition is not 
making any headway, and its leaders are certainly not gainirg in 
populanty. 


Taft and Judicial Appointments. 


In his recent letter advocating the nomination of Secretary Taft, 


Joseph H. Choate, formerly ambassador to Great Britain, made this 
point in Judge Taft's favor: 


"One other point is to my mind of infinite importance! It is alto- 


gether probable that if elected he will have during his term the ap- 
pointment of several justices of the Supreme Court of the Un-ted 
States. His thorough appreciation of the dignity and importance of 
that high office and of the qualifications that are requisite for il, ar.d 
his personal knowledge of the bench and bar of the entire country, 
will secure the nomination at his hands of the men best suited by 
merit and fitness to maintain the high character of that great tribunal 
which is still the sheet anchor of our ship of state." 


Coning from one of the greatest lawyers in the country, this 


statement is of especial significance. Able, honest, learned judges 
are of indispensable importance in a government of freedom and law. 
They are indispensable to the preservation of the constitution and 
the security of the personal and property rights of the citizen. An 
upright and fearless judiciary profoundly versed in jurisprudence is 
therefore an essential that every citizen should seek in decid;ng 
whom to support for President, since the President fills all vacancies 
on the Federal bench. 


Mr. Choate is a public man of wide experience and a lawyer of 


varied practice and profound ability, hence he recognizes the im- 
portance of the judiciary and^the relation the appointing power bears 
to that branch of administration. Public knowledge takes account of 
Secretary Taft's varied success as an administrator, but it required 
a great lawyer to call attention to his ideal qualifications as a man 
to select members of the judiciary fitted in every way to hpld the 
Kales of justice.

"SEX DECIDED BY WEAKER PAREHT 


Says Scientist—Gives Statistics To Prove His Sfafemenf. . 


LONDON, May 11.—Dr. Romme, 
the 


eminent physiologist, has compiled sta- 
tistics which prove, he maintains, that 
a boy IE born when the father Is the 
weaker of the two parents and a girl 
when the mother is the weaker partner. 


Dr. Romme has been 
Investigating 


the question of sex for many years, and 
his announcement of the law as he has 
discovered it and his statistics 
have 


caused widespread interest 'and discussion. 
He declares It to be a universal law of 
nature that the child 
resembles the 


weaker and not the stronger of Its pa- 
rents. 


In «J1 countries the proportion Is found 


to be almost identical, namely 105 or 106 
Blrls to 100 boys. 
The, only exception is 


found after a great war. This is because 
the best and 'strongest men are sent to 
the front, while the weakest remain be- 
hind. The physiologist declares tha* na- 
ture's purpose IB to replace the weaker 
individual with another of the same sex 
before he or she disappears. 


Among barbarous nations, continually at 


war, there Is always a preponderance of 
boys over girls. When an old man mar- 
rlM a young wife It Is a proved fact that 
raors boys than girls are born, the oppo- 
site being the case when the wife is 
much older than the husband. 


To every 1.000 girls born. Dr. Romme 
says, there are 865 boys when the father 
is younger than the mother; 948 boys 
when both parents are of the same age; 
1,037 
boys when the father Is from- one 


to six years older than the mother; 1,267 
boys when the father is from six to eleven 
years older than the mother; 1,474 boys 
when the father is from eleven ;to sixteen 


years older than the mother, and 1,632 
boys when the father is more than six- 
teen years older than the mother. 


Dr. Romme asserts that there are prac- 


tically no Instances where the strength 
of both parents Is equal. Worry, illness, 
any slight trouble, is sufficient to turn the 
scale.* 


Kaiser Wllhelm, he points out, had five 


sons In succession, while the Czarina had 
four daughters in succession. Dr. Romme 
avers that he Is unable to find a single 


instance in which his rule has been trans- 
gressed. 


It is, In fact. a. repetition in another 


form of Prof. Schenck's famous sex the- 
ory under which he proposed to Increass 
the stamina and the red corpuscles In a 
parent when the desire was to beget a 
child of the opposite sex. Thus, the Czar- 
ina, wanting a male successor to the Rus- 
sian throne, was subjected to Professor 
Schenck's nourishing treatment, with an 
ultimately successful result.
